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1. A Soviet tank firing range, about 3.7x1.5 miles, was observed 

between SPECK (N 54/U 44) and GRAMZIN (N 54/0 44). Six tanks 
were seen firing with live ammunition. 

2. About five hundred tank troops were quartered in 20 cantonment 
buildings near PRIESTERBEK (1! 54/U 44), which had been cleared 
of its civilian population. ,
